Hence, as they 
are contrary to all Good, and moſt prompt to all Evil,

ROM what has been already ſaid may it not 
be hoped that the Man given to Appetite is 

convinced that a Drunkard is one of the vileſt Tranſ- 
greſſors among Men ? If the Evidence be not ſuffi - 
ciently clear, let us take under Conſideration the 
wicked and ruinous Confequences which in great 
Abundance follow, or may be expected. As it is 
in Reaſon a great Motive to Action to be perſuaded 
ſuch a Courſe will be followed with many bleſſed 
1 fo certainly to be aſſured that a con- 
trary Courſe will iſſue in many curfed Effects and 
Fruits is in Reaſon a ſtrong Motive to deſiſt, But, 
let it be remembered, theſe Confequences are what the 
ſupreme Governor has feen fit ſhould follow by Way 
of preſent Punifhment of this odious Crime, as Marks 
of his Difpleaſure ; and they ſhould be regarded as 
Threatenings of worſe Evils to follow in the other 
World, if the guilty go on to add Drunkenneſs to 
Thirſt, At preſent every evil Conſequence has this 
Voice, Jer; it, 19.

In Confequence of Indulgences to Exceſs in Drink- 
ing the Perſon may become wholly incapacitated 
for the Service of Gop or Man. It is obſerved by 
a good Writer, that Drunkenneſs is called, by ſome, 
_ wvittum maximæ adbærentiæ, a Sin that ſticks cloſer 
and faſter to a Man than any other. The wiſeſt of 
Men has given a lively Deſcription of the deſperate

How frequent to ſee the deſpicable Creature, 
an Object of public Deriſion, come to his Wit's 
End, and reeling to and fro as a Ship in a Storm, 
and anon rolling in his Vomit, as a Swine wallows 
in the Mire, Exceſs brings the moſt honourable to 
be Objects of Scorn and Deriſion, while they err in 
every Neri, as a drunken Man ſlaggereth in his Vo- 
mit, — Thou ſbalt drink — thou fhalt be laughed to 
Scorn, and bad in Derifion, Iſaiah xix. 14. Exek.

III. The Drunkard, in Conſequenceofhis Exceſſes, 
endangers the Loſs of Health and Life itſelf. By 
immoderate Drinking (or the frequent Uſe of ſpiri- 
tuous Liquors, though in fmall Quantities) what 
grievous and inveterate Difeafes, or ſpeedy Con- 
ſumptions, do Thouſands bring on themſelves! 80 
„% that where the Sword has flain its Thouſands, In- 
© temperance has ſlain its ten Thouſands, who will 
tc all (if they died Chriftleſs and impenitent) be ſen- 
% tenced by Go, at his great Tribunal, as ſo many 
„ Self-teſirogers,” How common, in-Confequence 
of Drunkennefs, are Wounds without Cauſe, Falls 
by which Limbs are broken, or into the Water, &c, 
by which Life is taken away! How often are Quar- 
rels the Reſult of this deſtructive Vice, which end in 
Murder! or ſudden Death (under the Direction of 
the ſovereign Lord who hath the Keys of Hell and 
of Death, i. 18.) has ſeized on ſome, and while 


they have been drunken as Drunkards, they have been 


devoured as STUBBLE FULLY DRY | Nuh. i. 10. 
How tremendous is the Conſequence, the eternal 
Conſequence, of dying in a Fit of Drunkenneſs 
| and 
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and who can have any Aſſurance that, the very next 
Inſtant of abuſing the Bounty of Heaven, divine 
Vengeance will not cut the Sinner off before he is 
reſtored to a ſober Mind, or has a Poſſibility of Re-

IV. It very frequently brings the Drunkard to the 
deepeſt and unpitied Poverty, who might have li- 
ved, if not in Affluence, yet with a Competency of 
temporal Bleſſings. It 4 the Perſon off from a 
ſteady Induſtry, and engages in ſuch Company and 
Courſes as iſſue in extreme Want. Thus the wiſe 
Man's Declaration is verified, Prov. xxviii. 19. He 
that tilleth his Land ſhall have Plenty of Bread : But 
be that followeth after vain Perſons ſhall have Poverty 
enough, Prov. xxi. 17. He that loveth Pleaſure ſhall 
be a poor Man; he that loveth Wine and Oil. ſhall not 
be rich. Prov. xxili. 21. For the Drunkard and the 
Glutton ſhall come to Poverty; and Drowſineſs ſhall 
clathe a Man with Rags. To how many does this 
prove a Snare | and they ſteal, ſwear falſely, are In- 
cendiaries, or commit Murder, and all*to ſupply 
thoſe Wants which their Drunkenneſs has brought 
upon them. They wickedly make themſelves poor, 


One of the beſt Tracts againſt Intemperance was oc- 
caſioned by a terrible Example: A young Man, who 
for ſome Years was very hopeful for Religion, but after- 

wards fell into Drunkenneſs, and Gon ſaw good to cut 
him off in the Act of Sin. On this ſad Occaſion the 
Reverend Mr. Owen Stockton drew up that excellent 
Piece, A Warning to Drunkards ; addreſſed to the In- 
habitants of Colcheſler, among whom he preached, and

The 
Perſon is unable to watch and pray that he enter not 
into Temptation, and his Circumſtances invite the 
wicked and the-grand Enemy of the Soul and of 


Go and Man to enſnare and trepan him into any 


Sort of Abomination. Nothing ſo ſacred but it maybe 
profaned, in the Hour of Exceſs, by the Perſon who, 
ſober, would tremble at the Thought. No Bands of 
Nature or Friendſhip ſo ſtrong but they have been 
and may be broken through, in the vileſt Way, at ſuch 


a Seaſon, even by Inceſt, Adultery, or Murder. 


Thus Alexander the Great is related, in a Fit of 
Drunkenneſs, to have murdered his beloved Friend 
Clytus. And Solomon ſhews the Drunkard many of 
the Evils he is expoſed to, in thoſe few Words, 
Prov. xxiii. 33. Thine Eyes ſhall behold firange Mo- 


men, (i. e. with evil Intent, and thine Heart ball 
utter perverſe (vile and filthy) Things. 


VIII. It is followed with carnal Security and great 
Benumbedneſs of Soul, even to a reprobate Mind, 


to the Author of his Being, and the Giver of all Enjoy- 


ments; perverting his Bounty into the moſt ungrateful 
Inſtruments of Rebellion i*? That every ſuch Perſon is 
a Diſgrace to human Nature; and, if a profeſſed Chriſ- 
tian, a Reproach to the /acred Name whereby he is cal- 
led, and to the Cauſe that he eſpouſes ; a Curſe to his 
Companions in Exceſs, by cauntenancing them, Sc. a 
Moth and Rottenneſs to his own Houſe; a Robber of the 
Poor ; a Waſter and Deſtroyer of the Gifts of Gop; a 


Contagion ia his native Land; a Procurer of Judgements; 


one that rebels againſt the Light, and likely to ruin him- 


ſelf and his Aſſociates, Body and Soul, to all Eternity.

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under the loudeſt Calls of God's Providence, and. 
. moſt awful Warnings of his Word. No Notice is 


taken of the gathering Storm of all Kinds of Miſery ; 
though Intemperance has devoured our Strength, yet 
he knoweth (he regards) it not Tea, grey Hairs are 
here and there upon him, yet he knoweth not, Hoſea 
vii. 9. It hath ſet him en Fire round about, yet he 
knew not; and it burned him, yet he laid it not 10 
Heart. This reprobate and undiſcerning Mind is 
like to Pharaoh's before his Deſtruction, and is the 
ſame as Iſrael lay under before the Captivity. Iſaiab 
xlii. 24, 25. A . 
XI. Lived and died in, it is followed with ever- 
laſting Excluſion. from Heaven, under the Ter ments of 
the damned, with all the Aggravations of a known, ' 
wilful, daring, contagious, Crime, abhorred of Gop, 
and lotheſome in the Eyes of all wiſe and religious 
Men. What a rueful Conſequence is this ! unut- 


terably great, and endleſs in its Duration! Not 


only is this certain from the heinous Nature of the 
Offence as it has been deſcribed, and the general 
and comprehenſive Declarations of Gop's Word:
